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Football 1916 


With the lightest and poorest material in years, occasioned by the loss of 
fourteen letter men from the year before, Western faced an almost hopeless task 
lact fall. The boys responded with unusual spirit and began practice under 
trying conditions before school started. Captain Prescott Willis, Edward West, 
and Alexander McKelway were the only members of the team who had played 
before. 


Second string players from 1915 were Charles Hume, Harry Myers, 
Edward Pennebaker, William Pennebaker, Noble Simpson, John Davidson, 
Engene Stevens, John O’Brien, and James Parker. 


Donald Wight, Noble Simpson, Alexander McKelway and John O’Brien 
were selected for the backfield. The ends were picked from Charles Hume, 
James Parker, Willard Johnstone and Edward West. Prescott Willis and John 
Davidson were the tackles, and Charles Fenwick and Donald Herron guards. 
Harry Myers was center. 


The Western team made history when Tech was defeated by 12 to 6. 
This game came late in the season and was the first win for Western in football 
over Tech in eleven years. The next week the team held Business to a 14 to 12 
score, a Virtual win considering the fact that the Business team outweighed West- 
ern by eighteen pounds to the man. 


At the start of the season Central won over Western by 20 to 0. The 
green Western team literally outplayed Central, gaining twice as much ground, 
but losing on account of inexperience. Eastern was defeated by 7 to 0. 


Alexandria High School, Georgetown Preps and the Georgetown Fresh- 
men were played in practice games. The lack of a playing field handicapped 
the team to a great extent. In the annual selection of players for the All-High 
team Western was awarded three players. O’Brien was chosen for quarter, 
Willis for tackle and Myers for center. 

Letters were awarded to Willis, West, E. Pennebaker, W. Pennebaker, 
Johnstone, O’Brien, McKelway, Myers, Fenwick, Wight, Simpson, Stevens, 
Groves, Davidson, Herron, and Hume.

It was no longer au fait to rag the cadets, or stand by and 
start the men kidding. Altho no honors were won this time, the cadet spirit im- 
proved so that two companies were raised, including many upper class recruits. 

With two companies on the field, and two such competent captains as Louis 
Prentiss and Edward Leasure, Western won second place once more, for the 
second time in three years. The winning captain, Edward Leasure, is generally 
recognized as having done more for the cadets during his time than any other, 
excepting always the aforesaid hermit-thrush. Such sincere and continuous work 
is what Western wants. We'd like some more like Eddie.
